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Recreational Sports 

The Recreational Sports 
Program is designed to provide 
opportunities for participation 
in a wide variety of sports and 
recreational activities for the 
entire university community. 
Participation is the general aim 
of the program, getting 
students, faculty, and staff 
involved in physical activities 
that might help in the 
realization of such basic needs 
as relaxation, belonging, 
achieving, and maintenance of 
good health and fitness 

There are two basic aspects of 
the program: 1.) Intramurals- 
organized and competitive 
sports; 2.) Recreational- 
informal, self-directed play. 

The Intramural Program 
fosters development of three 
major areas; men’s in¬ 
tramurals, women's in¬ 
tramurals, and co-rec in¬ 
tramurals. These involve 
competition among participants 
who enter, as teams or in¬ 
dividually, leagues and tour¬ 
naments to play according to 
specific schedules. Such 
competition involves arranged 
schedules, facilities, super¬ 
vision, student officials, and 
usually recognition through the 
student newspaper. Interest, 
not skill, is the major 
requirement for intramural 
participation. 

Recreation lacks most of the 
foregoing characteristics, 
emphasizing instead self- 
motivation and impromptu, 
spontaneous activity This 
aspect of the program en¬ 
courages individuals to use 
facilities and equipment during 
certain time periods. Such 
facilities include the swimming 


pool, tennis courts, basketball 
courts, racquetball courts, 
volleyball and badminton 
courts 


International Programs 

Hie Office of International 
Programs, administered by the 
Director of International 
Programs, offers a wide variety 
of services to international 
students 

Services include counseling, 
sponsorship of the International 
Club and maintenance of ap¬ 
propriate records The Office 
also provides federal forms 
needed by international 
students, recruits international 
students, and seeks to promote 
international understanding. 

The Office also has ad¬ 
ministrative responsibility for 
the Intensive English Language 
Training Program, which 
provides instruction in English 
as a Foreign Language. This 
program offers courses at the 
beginning, intermediate, and 
advanced levels, and prepares 
students for entrance to the 
regular curriculum. The 
TOEFL (Test of English as a 
Foreign Language) is offered 
quarterly for all international 
students. 

ATHLETICS

(L.B.L.): Located between 
Paris, Tennessee and Dover, 
Tennessee. Take Highway 19 
from Paris, watch for L.B.L. 
“Trace” signs. The "Trace" is 
the main road through the 
L.B.L. area. L.B.L. is a man¬ 
made wilderness. There are no 
stores or gas stations in the 
area. Food and gasoline must 
be purchased before entering. 
The area is well-pa trolled by 
park rangers and is very safe. 
Maps and information can be 
obtained at L.B.L. entrance. 
Note: it la a federal crime to 
deface property, pick flowers, 
or molest animals in the L.B.L. 
area. Alcoholic beverages are 
also prohibited 

1. Fort Henry Hiking Trails: 
Located at the Piney Cam¬ 
pground road before the 
“Trace” turn-off. Trails are 
marked and of various lengths. 
All are in wooded areas. 

2. Piney Campground: 
Located at Piney Campground 
road. Facilities include: 
showers, bathrooms, and 
cooking grills. A fee is charged 
for overnight camping. 

3. Bison Range: Located on 
the “Trace.” A large herd of 
American bison (buffalo) are 
fenced in for viewing. Hiking 
trails go around the fenced 
range. 

4. The Environmental Center : 
Located off the "Trace." Signs 
indicate the road to follow. The 
Environmental Center has an 
interesting natural history 
display devoted to the kinds of 
wildlife and plants found in the 
L.B.L. area. 

5. The Empire Farm: 
Located off the “Trace.” Signs 
indicate the road to follow. This 
is a sestored pioneer farm 
which is lived on year round. 
Guided tours are provided, and 
a small museum is maintained 
at the Empire Farm. 


• Rushing Creek Cam¬ 
pground: Located at the north 
«d of the L.B.L. area. This is 
the most isolated of the L B.L. 
campgrounds. Facilities in¬ 
clude: showers, bathrooms, 
cooking grills, and iwavin^i 
nature programs. A fee is 
charged for camping.

Provided he qualifies for the 
U S Olympic team, and there 
is every reason to believe he 
will, Jose will compete in 
Moscow early next summer 
But after that? 

"I plan to graduate from UT 
Martin with a major in 
biochemistry in the spring of 
1980," he says. “From there, I 
plan to work on a master's 
degree in biochemistry and 
return to Venezuela to teach.” 

And will he continue his 
career as a table tennis player? 

"Well, right now I am un¬ 
certain about that. I will con¬ 
tinue to play for my personal 
enjoyment and I would like to 
train young people to play 
championship pingpong."
